Officers late last night refused to identify him. He was ques- 
tioned with a number of boy and girl friends of the pretty teen- 
ager, who disappeared from a Sunday afternoon movie and was 
found Monday with two .22-caliber bullets in her body. 

An autopsy was performed and authorities said they were vir- 
tually certain the girl had been criminally assaulted. 

A girl friend told Sheriff Arthur Shuman she had seen Miss 
Page with one of her boy friends late Sunday night.

It is not possible for me to believe that Russia is prepared to 
begin, and carry out, a war of aggression. I do not believe she will 
be ready to do this for a good many years. 


Folly It is folly to think that Russia has been spared the 

problems of peace—in at least the measure we have had 
them ...and I believe that an understatement. She is sure to be 
having problems of housing, of rehabilitation of troops, of produc- 
ing- consumer goods, of which she has few. Maintaining a big 
army is a burden to her, too. The immense problems of govern- 
ment administration are of necessity handled slowly by the bureau 
which manages Russian affairs. 


7: Secondly, anyone who has been to Europe, the Bal- 
Weariness kans and to Russia knows the tremendous war- 
weariness of the people; the weariness of hunger and sorrow and of 
want. The Russian people cannot want war. They would fight, yes, 
but they would noi and could not-give it the vigor they gave to the 
war just concluded 

That weariness exists on our side of the line, too. The people 
would not be eager to go to war against the Russians. It will be 
a great error if we think we are buying armies with the Marshall 
Plan instead of the objective sought—a Europe which could stand 
on its own feet against the Soviet pressures.

Atlanta's Police Needs 


Editor Constitution: Now, about police bru- 
tality. It arises out of a vicious circle of frus- 
tration. Convictions are practically impossible 
where police are suspected of third-degree meth- 


| ods—judges and juries will not punish in such 


cases and “confessions” are taken as prima facie 
evidence to their minds of “something dead up 
the river,” in the idiom of a friend of ours. 
That leads to rougher methods with the conscious 
or unconscious idea in the officer’s mind of per- 


| sonally administering some punishment anyway 


and possibly getting so good a confession that 
conviction will have to follow. 

What is wrong with our Atlanta area police? 
Two things: quantity and training. We still 
have the same proportions of police to the popu- 
lation that we had as a city half the size; a city 
of a half million requires twice as many per 
thousand population as a city of a hundred thou- 
sand. We have the latter proportion. Much 
greater areas, larger numbers requiring greater 
supervision, staffing of substations, maintaining 
of vehicles, all are very expensive in man- 
power. In addition, the impersonality of the 


plexity, make it impossible to “know every- 
body” as the police can in a smaller place. 
There being so inadequate a force as to numbers, 
it is inevitable that it should be inadequate as 
to quality. For one thing, not enough good men 
are attracted to a profession so overworked and 
underpaid, both as to money, respect of the com- 
munity anc security as to the future. There is 
littie time for training. 

I, personally, feel that the police are doing a 
great deal better job than we taxpayers are en- 
titled to for the money we put out. We pay for 
a poor police force; we get a pretty fair one. As 
in teaching and preaching, we get a terrible lot 
better than we deserve, but unlike the other two 
professions, with suspicion, contempt and ridi-

Every power has a right to say who and 
what may enter its doors. Other nations hold 
rigidly to their quotas and will not allow the rul- 
ings to be infringed upon by other powers who 
wish to get rid of their surplus population. Let 
us tell the world we do not need the folks who 
wish to add to our already over-population; 
that the U. S. will no longer be exploited; that 
she is no longer a young country, but one mature 
in years anc experience. 

If ever America is to call a halt on arrival 
of newcomers, it is now.

Usually, in presidential election years, congressional races are subor- 


The presidential candidates of the 


two major parties are, themselves, responsible for the added emphasis this year. 
Both President Truman and Gov. Dewey can never make a campaign speech—and each is piling up 
something approaching a record—withot giving the local “Joe Blow” running for Congress the most 


fulsome praise. 

Both, too, are going down the line like 
itinerant revivalists for some men who, if 
elected, won't reciprocate on some burning na- 
tional and international issues to support which- 
ever presidential candidate wins. President 
Truman is being warm and polite toward can- 
didates for re-election in his own party who al- 
ready have crossed him up in Congress, while 
Gov. Dewey has paid handsome compliments to 
some fellows who differ with him, some on do- 
mestic issues, some on international, some on 


both. 


All of this tends to show the new im- 
portance that Congress has assumed in the 
management of government. A very fresh 
object lesson in the power of Congress is 
at hand in the Eightieth Republican Con- 
gress which President Truman goes about 
the country denouncing. If by some chance 
he should be re-elected he would, if you 
please, like a more co-operative Congress. 
Nor would Gov. Dewey, if elected, want a 
repitition of the Truman experience with a 
hostile Congress. 


Because of a threat to Republican control of 
the Senate, which would mean continued di- 
vided government if Gov. Dewey were elected, 
the Republican candidate is paying very special 
attention to contests here and there that are 
considered doubtful. He says’ just as nice things, 
for example, about a man like Sen. C. Wayland 
“Curly” Brooks, of Illinois, an avowed isola- 
tionist, as he does for candidates who would be 
expected to support his own internationalist 
policy, and similarly for candidates who dis- 
agree with him on major domestic issues. 

The reason, of course, is a very practical 
ene. If the Senate should go Democratic, the 
key posts and chairmanships would be in the 
hands of Democrats who also would have a 
majority on each committee. That would make 
Gov. ’s position, if elected, a most dif- 
ficult one, as President Truman’s experience 
has demonstrated. The Republican candidate’s 


% 


immediate job is to get a paper Republican ma- 
jority in the Senate so his party can organize 
that body and control it. The problem of han- 
dling those Republicans who differ with him is 
something to be taken up when the time comes. 


That this may be trouble enough is indi- 
cated not only by the success in the last 
Congress of those leaders who disagree with 
him, but also by the boastful private talk 
of some Republican leaders who say that 
hereafter Congress is going to have a lot 
more to do with fixing government policy 
than it had for some years until the Eigh- 

- tieth Congress. They envisage Congress in 
the dominant role in government. They are 
feeling their oats as a result of their vic- 
tories over President Truman. They may, 
of course, be in for a fall. 


Gov. Dewey is fully aware of his problem. 
That is manifest in his approach. He hopes for 
dividends from his present strenuous efforts on 
behalf of Republican candidates for Congress. 
In the case of Republican victories in close 
contest, for example, he could claim with some 
justice that it was his intervention that pulled 
the candidates through, and thus, in effect, 
would have a coterie of ‘“coat-tail” riders in 
Congress who would be constrained to stand 
by him. 

He hopes for support, too, through his gen- 
eral campaign of goodwill toward Congress. He 
has avoided criticism of the Eightieth Congress, 
giving it, instead, occasional broad general praise, 
and he passes off lightly the President’s cam- 
paign of invective by referring with a grin to 
“that terrible Eightieth Congress you are hear- 
ing so much about.” It is interesting, perhaps 
significant, that thus far Gov. Dewey has taken 
no position on some issues with which there is 
disagreement with key Republican Congressional 
leaders, such as more Federal intervention in 
the field of housing, health and education, to 
mention a few on which they were able to block 
action in the last Congress. :

Graven Memorials? 
Help the Living 


By DORIS LOCKERMAN 


Wounded soldiers lie on stretchers out- 
side the city limits of Atlanta, and there 
is no hand offered to aid them. While we 

speak of grave memorials to our heroic dead, we ignore 
the suffering living as if thev. had no right to comfort. 

Stark? Frightening? Inhumane? 

Yes, because the facts are stark and strong and bitter. 

Atlanta women rose to the great emergency and stimultts of 
war, and made a tremendous record for volunteer service. They 
were filled with patriotism and zeal, and they worked tirelessly. 
Everywhere the uniform of the Red. Cross was a symbol of com- 
Passion and service. 

Now at Lawson General Hospital and at Hospital 48, wounded 
boys lie unbathed, their beds unchanged from day to day, the 
stronger ones permitting their food to chill while they attempt 
to feed the brothers who have no arms, or having them, cannot use 
them. Even so small a comfort as a rubbed back when night 
comes, is denied them, and they spend their days of boredom- 

bitter heroes. 

They share one hospital supervising nurse in a ward of 30 
men, and she is harried beyond endurance by the necessity of 
administering medicines and hypodermics. The Government would 
hire more nurses, but nurses are not to be had. Everywhere there 
is a desperate shortage. 

The Red Cross needs volunteer Nurses’ Aides as it has never 
needed them before. It is a wry fact that 900 women accepted 
free training for work as nurses’ aides and only a handful now

. There are several examples of sacrifice among the women who 
still wear their Nurses’ Aides uniform with distinction. A young 
working girl recently cut her vacation a week short to return to 
her work in the psychiatric ward of Lawson. An elderly woman, 
facing blindness, works with infinite patience each day, offering 
the sweetness and understanding she possesses to the boys who 
need it so much. 

The Grey Ladies need help now. They are, you know, the 
nurses of the mind and heart, the morale builders, the interested 
listeners, the “families” of boys who have not, or cannot, see them. 
The Grey Ladies need 60 women now, for one six-hour day a week, 
in the rehabilitation work at Lawson and 48. More than 85 per- 
cent of the wounded men at these hospitals need retraining for 
injured muscles, and that too is the work of the Grey Ladies. 

So urgent is the need that Mrs. Walton Ford refused to give up 
her day at Lawson to become chairman of the group, and works 
now in two heart-warming capacities. 

The Canteen, which once served cheer and smiles and chins-up 
morale along with coffee and doughnuts to every soldier passing 
through Atlanta, now has 18 women working to do the dozens of 
tasks each day. 

In August, those 18 women served 3,055 dinners to the closed 
psychiatric and tubercular wards at the two hospitals, and Mrs. 
Phillip Jackson, Chairman, has been told the Canteen does these 
men more good than anything else that happens in their lives. — 

It is an unpleasant situation, and an embarrassing one. 
There are many Atlanta women who should not leave their 

homes to help outside, but there must be mothers who lost sons 
in battle, who have grown and married children, women with 
charitable hearts and empty hands, whod could find this their

Looking a little further into 
the future, these same experts 
say TV may become a ten-bil- 


-lion-dollar industry, or even bet- 


ter, after ten years. And the big- 
ger it gets the more new jobs it 
will create, jobs that don’t exist 
now but are opening up every 
day as TV expands its field of 


operation. In all, the experts | 


look for TV to create nearly a 


million such new jobs. And the |

Advises 


Prospective buyers of tele- 
vision sets should not hestitate 
to buy through fear that today’s 
sets may quickly become obso- 
lete, according to J. R. Poppelle, 
President of the Television 
Broadcasters Association. 

Now is the time to buy a tele- 
vision receiver, he said in re- 
sponse to queries as to the feas- 
ibility of early purchases. 

“The question, ‘Should I buy 
a television set?’ reminds me of 
a fellow who, in 1922, asked me, 
‘Should I buy a radio set now 
or wait for improvements?’ He 
still was asking that question 
when he died 22 years later. As 
far as I know, he never bought 
and enjoyed a set of his own. 

“You can be sure the set you 
buy. today will not be obsolete 
tomorrow or even 10 years from 
now, he continued. “A set 
installed in my home in 1938 is 
still in constant use. Reception 
is entirely satisfactory.” 

Poppele agreed there will be 
improvements in the next 10 
years, just as there have been 
improvements in washing ma- 
chines and automobiles. But he 
believes there will be no basic 
electronic changes and no mira- 
cles to revolutionize the indus- 
try. 

He said it was a mistake to 
think of television as full of 
unknown surprises, pointing ouf 
that the wrinkles were ironed 
oul vears ago.

Production of clear images on 
your television screen is a com- 
plicated electronics process 
which has engaged the best 
scientific minds for many years. 
Following is a brief description 
of how television pictures are 
created: 

The start of the television 
process involves a television 
camera with a special “pick-up” 
tube which breaks down. the 
light image of the subject into 
electronic impulses. 

The picture to be “picked up” 
is focused on the camera tube, 
which contains a plate covered 
with a light-sensitive mosaic ma- 
terial. This material acquires an 
electrical charge when light 
strikes it. 

Actually, in the television 
camera, an electron beam rapid- 
ly scans the light-sensitive mo- 
saic so that the picture is broken 
up into thousands of dots ar- 
ranged in hundreds of horizon- 
tal lines, with each dot repre- 
senting an individual electrical 
charge. 

Thus a series of charges, vary- 
ing in strength in proportion to 
the light intensity, provides the 
exact electrical pattern of the 
scene televised. This pattern is 
sent through the air on radio 
waves, dot by dot, line by line, 
to the television receiver, where 
the pattern is reassembled elec- 
tronically as a picture. 

Each second there are 30 com- 
plete television pictures trans: 
mitted to the television receiver. 
Each picture consists of a maxi- 
mum of 150,000 picture elements 
or dots of light. The transmit- 
ter’s essential function is to am- 
plify or strengthen the amount 
of electrical charge represented 
by each picture dot so as to send 
out a strong picture signa! that 
can be received 40 miles away. 


Along with the picture signals, | 
synchronizing signals are trans- | 


mitted that hold the picture in 
its “frame” electronically, keep- 
ing its horizontal and vertical 
proportions correct and prevent- 
ing flicker, 
distortian.

The TV station will cover an 
area with a radius of 35 to 40 
miles. Its strength will be 15.5 
kilowatts, effective radiated 
power, according to present 
plans. 

David Carpenter, Manager 
of WCON, pointed out that 
WCON will have the best in pro- 
gramming from the American 
Broadcasting Company when 
television operations get under 
way. 

“We expect the TV programs 
to meet the same high standards 
that characterize ABC programs 
today,” Carpenter said. “There 
will be big names, the best in 
shows, sports and news report- 
ing.” 

WCON, WSB and WAGA are 
the three Atlanta stations with 
assigned television channels. The 
fourth channel will go to one of 
several applicants, it was point- 
ed out.

Coy told reporters that during 
the interlude before new appli- 
cations are approved, the Com- 
mission will consider revising 
the present engineering stand- 
ards for television operations. 

For example, he said, it will 
determine whether a change is 
needed in the rules on distance 
between stations. At present, 
stations operating in the same 
channel must be at least 150 
miles apart. Stations operating 
in near-by channels must be 75 
miles apart. 

Coy said that under these 
regulations there has been some 
“interference” between stations 
in neighboring cities. It may be 


necessary, he said, to provide 


for fewer stations. 

Coy discounted any sugges- 
tion that the FCC might be plan- 
ning to move television out of 
its present channels on the dial. 
The Commission is known to be 
seeking space for new channels 
in the ultra-high frequencies of 
the radio spectrum, but Coy de 
clined to forecast when they 
might be opened up. 

There are now 12 channels 
allotted to television.

Is Rooted in 
Century. Toil 


A chain of events that began 
over 100 years ago made possible 
today’s television sets. 

Here are some of the mile- 
stones, compiled from Kemper’s 
“Television Encyclopedia”: 

1847—F. C. Bakewell, an Eng- 
lishman, proposed the “copying 
telegraph” — employing a sys- 
tem later known as scanning. 

1852—Sir Gabriel Stokes dis- 
covered the phenomenon of fluo- 
rescence. 

1862 — Abbe Caselli sent a 
drawing through a wire from 
Amiens to Paris, France. 

1865—James Clark Maxwell 
demonstrated that light is a mag- 
netic wave, 

1873 — Light-sensitive proper- 
ties of selenium were discovered 
by May. 

1875—G. R. Carey, of Boston, 
designed what was probably the 
first television system. He pro- 
posed a bank of selenium cells 
and lamps for breaking up pic- 
tures and sending the elements 
over wires. 

1878 — Sir William Crookes 
discovered and demonstrated 
cathode rays. 

1880—Ayrton and Perry pro-s 
posed a television system using 
selenium. Maurice Leblanc de- 
veloped the principle of scan- 
ning. 

1884—-Paul Nipkow patented 
the television scanning disc 
used in later mechanical video 
systems. | 

1889—-Thomas Edison invent- 
ed the motion picture. 

1898—Karl F. Braun discover- 
ed that electrons could be con- 
trolled by magnetism and their 
journey traced on a fluorescent 
screen. 

1902—Ryan found a magnetic 
coil around the neck of a Ca- 
thode-beam tube had a focusing 
action, 

1905 — Albert Einstein § an- 
nounced the theory of photoelec- 
tric effect. 

1906-——DeForest invented the 
three-element vacuum tube, vital 
to the development of radio and 
television circults. 

1907—-A. A. Campbell-Swinton 
developed the theory of a ca- 
thode ray at both transmitter 
and receiver. 

1910—A. Elkstrom, Swedish 
inventor, scanned an object by 
using a strong light beam be- 
hind a scanning disc, the so- 
called “flying spot.” 

1913—Dr. William Coolidge 
invented the “hot” cathode ray 
tube. 

1923—-Both Charles F. Jen- 
kins, of Washington, D. C., and 
J. L. Baird, of London, trans- 
mitted silhouettes by wire. Dr. 
Viadimir K. Zworykin—a Rus- 
sian-born scientist—applied for 
a patent on an electronic-beam 
television pickup, which formed 
the basis of the “conoscope.”’ 

1925—C. F. Jenkins success: 
fully transmitted motion pic- 
tures. 

1928—Two experimental tele- 
vision stations were set up in 
the United States. Philo T. 
Farnsworth developed a tele- 
vision receiver with a cathode 
ray tube. 

1929—Zworykin demonstrated 
a television receiver using a Ca- 
thode ray tube which he called 
the kinescope. 

1932—-Further tests were made 
with all-electronic television. 
Philco established experimental 
station W3XE in Philadelphia. 

1933.— Television picture 
scanning was raised from 120 to 
240 lines, 

1937—First demonstrations of 
441-line pictures were held. 

1939—Television was intro- 


| duced to the public at the 


World’s Fair. 

1940—The first official tele- 
vision network broadcast was 
sent from New York to Schenec- 
tady. 

1941—FCC approved 525-line 
pictures and the use of FM 
sound in television.

Studio programs originate in 
the studio, film programs are 
projected from a standard mo- 
tion picture camera and remote 
programs are made outside the 
studio by a specially trained 
crew working with a mobile 
unit. 

Three or four cameras are 
used in studio programs. The 
director sits in a control booth 
overlooking the studio on the 
floor below. He segs the studio 
action as images from the cam- 
eras that are shown on two or 
more screens in front of him. 


Screens are arranged in a row. 
The one at the left, called the 
monitor screen, always shows 
the picture that is being broad- 
cast. The others are preview 
screens, showing the pictures 
that the other cameras, not at 
the time on the air, are. register- 


Thus the director knows at 
all times not only what is going 
out on the air, but also what is 
ready to go out. 

Sitting next to the director in 
the control booth is the tech- 
nical director. He relays the or- 


ders of the director to the cam- 
eramen and crew on the stage. 
He also pushes the buttons on 
the board in front of him that 
control the various pictureg on 
the three screens. 


Studio programs are of dif- 
ferent types—variety, dramatic, 
quiz, religious, musical, etc. The 
amount of time necessary to re- 
hearse each type varies greatly. 
Some types of shows have no re- 
hearsals, In general, an hour- 
long dramatic show requires in 
the neighborhood of 8 to 10 
hours of rehearsal in the studio 
before the cameras. Before it 
is rehearsed with cameras, of 
course, there have been many 
hours of “dry rehearsals” out- 
side the studio. 


A mobile unit is a completely 
equipped studio in itself. These 
units are capable of making 
pickups from any location which 
is either connected to the tele- 
vision transmitter by coaxial 
cable or is within line-of-sight 
distance from the transmitter. 
That is, the program picked up 
by the mobile unit is sent to the

Corrective makeup is com- 
pletely lost on TV, since the 
televised image has a tendency 
to flatten out.

Thin lips and mouths 
that are small need to be made 
up with a lipstick that is not 
only dark, but the line must be 
very well defined. If the lip 
line should be left soft and in- 
definite, then the mouth appears 
to be just a dark smudge. 

To eradicate completely a 
man’s beard, a thin coat of 
grease paint, two shades lighter 
than the makeup base, is first 
applied and rubbed into the 
beard area until it disappears. 
Powder absolutely dry and then 
with a wet sponge apply the 
makeup base over the entire 
face, under the jaws and over 
the throat, applying it a bit 
heavier over the bearded area.

Television Will Be Boon. 
Nation's Musicians Agree 


By HOWELL JONES 
Television will be a boon to music. 
That is the opinion of music men everywhere, who say that 
video broadcasting, like no medium before it, will open a whole 
new field of entertainment to millions of Americans. 


Television 
To Probe 
Sea Floor 


By ALISON BARNES 
(North American Newspaper Alliance) 

LONDON—(SBy Airmail)—Al- 
though still largely in the expe- 
rimental stage, it is believed that 
underwater television can probe 
the secrets of world history back 
to 9600 B. C. and discover 
whether a continent once ex- 
isted in the Atlantic Ocean bet- 
tween the West Indies and the 
Canary Islands. That this con- 
tinent did exist was first pro- 
pounded by the Greek philoso- 
pher, Plato, in 460 B. C.—more 
than 2,000 years ago. So far, 
underwater television has been 
used by the United States Navy 
to assess the effects of the Bikini 
atomic-bomb explosion. 

A modern: expedition, 
equipped both with radar and 
submarine television, is now 
being projected in London by 
the recently formed Atlantis Re- 
search Center, which has active 
United States affiliations includ- 
ing those with Meade Layne. 
and his associates,:David Dag- 
mar and Vincent Gaddis of the 
Round Robin, of San Diego, Cal., 
and Floyd Shattuck of the At- 
lantean Research Society, Brady 
Lake, Ohio, as well as represen- 
tation in Australia, Austria, Den- 
mark, France, French Morocco, 
Germany, Italy, Portugal and 
South Africa. 

Probable goal of the expedi- 
tion on current plans is the pre- 
cipitous slopes of the Azores, 
where any existing remains of 
prehistoric civilization would be 
in a better state of preservation 
than those buried under innu- 
merable layers of mud many 
fathoms below the ocean on the 
central bed of the Atlantic. 

Behind this vast project, 
which aims to push the deadline 
of history back 4,000 years, is 
a genial, middle-aged English- 
man, author, journalist and trav- 
eler named Egerton Sykes, who 
first made the study of Atlantis 
his hobby 25 years ago. At the 
outbreak of war in 1939 he was 
in Warsaw and had collected the 
World’s biggest and most com- 
prehensive reference library on 
the subject. What happened to 
that unique collection nobody 
knows, except the Germans, who 
ransacked his home. 

Many of the volumes were 
irreplaceable but, undaunted 
and after six years spent on 
war service in the Middle East, 
Sykes succeeded in building up 
a new library of some 1,200 
books in all European §lan- 
guages, most of which are in- 
dexed and cross-referenced and 
which .are now at the disposal 
of members of the Atlantis Re 
search Institute in London. 

Interviewed at his London 
headquarters, Sykes said that, 
in addition to his proposed ex- 
pedition to the Azores, he plans 
to visit Persia, Central and 
South America and the West 
Indies and possibly also the Riff 
Valley in South Africa, all of 
which he believes are rich in 
Antlantean evidence. 

“At the moment,” Sykes said, 
both Persia and the New World 
are out of the question owing 
to currency restrictions. My only 
hope of raising the necessary 
dollars to finance the American 
end of the project is to visit the 
United States, which I hope to 
do shortly.” 

Suggestions already have been 
made that Sykes should give a 
series of lectures in the United 
States and Canada. _. 

Summarizing the evidence in 
favor of the existence of At-. 
lantis, Sykes said: “Look at the 
similar man-made customs to be 
found on both sides of the At- 
lantic Basin. Unless you are 
prepared to accept the existence 
of a bridge between the two 
worlds, how can you explain the 
simultaneous invention of mum- 
mification in Chili, Peru, the 
Canaries and Egypt? Why should 
the idea of building pyramids 
have occurred independently to 
the Mayas and the Egyptians? 
Was it just coincidence that the 
couvade—the system whereby 
father goes to bed after the 
birth of the child—was initiated 
both in the Mediterranean Basin 
and in Central America? The 
Megalithic and Cyclopean struc- 
tures dotted all over the upper 
reaches of the Amazon are of 
similar design to those found in 
Europe and the North African 
coast.” 

Sykes declared that these 
similarities certainly suggest, 
even to the most skeptical, that 
they are derived from a single 
inspiration and that a culture, 
mainly of the Stone Age, once 
bridged the Atlantic Ocean and 
united Europe with America. 

But even if a modern expedi- 
tion can establish the existence 
of Atlantis, the question re 
mains: What happened to the 
continent and its people? 

Sykes explained that “there 
was a flood of great magnitude 
that could only have been caus- 
ed by the force of gravity being 
brought into play either ter- 
restially or cosmically. This 
flood, incidentally, must, have 
given rise to the 400 or more 
flood stories to be found in the 
legends of all races _ living 
around the Atlantic Basin. 

“The most probable explana- 
tion of the flood,’ Sykes said, 
“is that advanced by the Aus- 
trian engineer, Hans Hoerbiger, 
that the moon, then a small 
planet between the earth and 
Mars, was gradually drawn into

Tackles TV 


Complications have set in—for 
radio servicemen, that is. The 
days of sitting down to a radio 
receiver with a screwdriver and 
a pair of pliers and adjusting it 
by ear are over. Television has 
come, and with it a score of new 
problems for radio servicemen. 


“Television receivers require 
precision adjustment with the 
aid of test equipment. Where 
the ear can tolerate a little dis- 
tortion on the radio, the more 
sensitive eye picks out distortion 
immediately on the TV screen,” 
says C. H. Krueger, radio in- 
structor at the Smith-Hughes 
Vocational School. 


A television set has from 
five to six times more _ tubes 
than a radio. It has eight con- 
trol bulttons instead of radio’s 
two. And it requires a power of 
from 4,500 to 15,000 volts for 
operation, compared to radio's 
200 to 250 voltage,’ he explained. 

And you can’t just buy a TV 
set and take it home. It has to 
be installed, and a special aerial 
has to be erected, he continued. 

All of these complications 
mean, of course, that radio serv- 
icemen have got to go back to 
school. To meet this need, 
Smith-Hughes Vocational School 
is now conducting night classes 
in television receiver servicing 
for radio servicemen.

classes for students over 16 
years old now includes instruc- 
tion in servicing television upon 
the completion of an elementary 
AM radio servicing course, ac- 
cording to C. R. Townsend, 
principal, 

A class of 15 veterans. who 
completed the pre-requisite AM 
servicing course last year have 
already taken the school’s 10- 
inch television receiver apart 
and put it back together again 
successfully—a complicated job 
if there ever was one.

TV vs. Gate Receipts 
sporting World Poser

Television’s first commercial year, 


1947, brought about one 


of the most widespread debates in sporting history—the question 
of the television screen vs. gate receipts. 


As 1948 draws to a close and 
the industry continues to ex- 
pand, covering more territory 
and more events, the question 
is still far from settled, but the 
general feeling is that television, 
instead of cutting down the gates 
at big events, will merely enable 
those fans who were unable to 
obtain tickets to see the game 
or fight or whatever it may be. 

In most cases, that’s the way 
it has worked out. Take the 
stately old city of Boston, for in- 
stance, where the National 
League Braves engage in their 
first World Series since 1914. 
Television sets.in Boston are as 
plentiful as they are at the pres- 
ent time in the other major cit- 
ies, and plans are even being 
made to erect 100 receivers on 
the Bostom Common just for 
the Series. Yet the box office 
demand for tickets to the games 
is, as always, far above accom- 
modations. 

Those who have television sets 
feel that they will never provide 
the thrills and color that fans 
get from being at the game it- 
self. Newsreel photos of games, 
which approximate the view a 
television fan has, give interest- 
ing and accurate portrayal of 
the event, yet there is something 
Missing, something which can 
be obtained only by attending 
the game. 

At the outset, promoters were 
dead set against the industry, 
and sought moves to curb its 
coverage of sports events. Buf 
the trend lately is in the oppo- 
site direction, with perhaps a

Dr. Frank B. Brewer, Veterans 
Administration Medical Director 
for Southeastern States, injected 
a note of caution. 

“It is too early in television 
developments to say exactly 
what may be done with it,” he 
warned. “Video technique and 
equipment should, however, im- 
prove rapidly and prove espe- 
cially valuable in public health 
instruction.” 

This Atlanta physician thinks 
television should aid in the 
fields of tuberculosis and cancer 
control, educating both the pro- 
fessional student and the gen- 
eral public. 

“Broadcasts, for instance, 
demonstrating the ease of ex- 
aminations such as chest X-rays 
might reduce public reluctance 
so that more X-rays could be 
made,” he said. 

Dr. Daniel and other Georgia 
doctors have been interested in 
the public health information 
service already being dispensed 
through regular television 
broadcasts in Chicago by the 
AMA. This series, called ‘“Doc- 
tors at Work,” dramatizes medi- 
cal safety-first precautions for 
the layman. 

“Picture lessons,” medical 
leaders think, will add a great 
deal to health discussion groups 
in schools and community proj- 
ects. 

“Television could be a valu- 
able health medium by provid- 
ing illustrated instruction in 
such fields as first aid, hygiene, 
and accident prevention,” they 
point out. 

One Atlanta physician, how- 
ever, insisted broadcasts of tele- 
vised operating room_ scenes 
should be on a frequency avail- 
able only to doctors, medical 
schools and hospitals. General 
broadcasts, he explained, were 
inadvisable because: 

“If all operations were thrown 
on video screens, many lay per- 
sons would need a doctor to re- 
cover from the shock of what 
they saw!”

To Get TV 
Relay Systems 


Smaller towns can have tele- 
vision stations with network tie- 
ins. 

Equipment for relaying tele- 
vision are being operated by the 
Western Union Telegraph Com- 
pany between New York and 
Philadelphia. It is equipment of 
this type, conveying programs 
over considerable distances by a 
highly directional “spotlight” 
micro-wave radio beam, that 
holds the answer for” station- 
seekers in small towns. 

Apparatus announced by Phil- 
co provides two video channels, 
reversible almost instantly at 
one terminal or another by push- 
ing a button. 

With production of the high- 
powered relaying equipment, re- 
lay stations can function 30 to 
40 miles apart. 

The radio-beam relays will 
hasten activation of.nation-wide 
broadcasting chains. Microwave 
relays are flexible in that local 
pickups of telecasts can be made 
along the route and injected into 
the relay system. 

For example, the two-way mi- 
crowave relay between New 
York and Philadelphia connects 
WNBT and WPTZ and permits 
easy exchange of programs be- 
tween the two cities. An inter- 
mediate station at Mt. Rose, 
N. J., makes possible the feed- 
ing in of programs from Prince- 
ton. These telecasts can be 
beamed simultaneously north to 
WNBT in Manhattan and south 
to WPTZ. 

With television stations sprout- 
ing up all over the nation, hook- 
up facilities in Georgia loom on 
the not-too-dim horizon. 

The ever-expanding rural elec- 
trification program, which has

Mighty Links 
Being Laid 
For Television 


Approximately 5,000 miles of 
coaxial cable are being laid in 
parts of the nation that, in the 
not-too-distant future, will aid 
in bringing to Southern audi- 
ences network and inter-city tele- 
vision. 

Lane Hubbard, District Man- 
ager of the Southern Bell Tele- 
phone and Telegraph Company, 
describes this work as follows: 

“Mighty caterpillar Diesel 
tractors, working in tandem pull- 
ing a huge contraption that per- 
forms the work of hundreds of 
men, are busy in many parts of 
the nation laying coaxial cable. 

“Pulling, grinding, winching, 
these cable trains have worked 
their way across deserts, over 
mountains, through swamps... 
through furnace heat and_ sub- 
zero cold. 


“Already, coaxial cables link 
Atlanta with Miami, through Ma- 
con and Jacksonville, and with 
the West Coast, through Bir- 
mingham, Jackson, 
and Dallas. Coaxial cable has 
been laid from New York as far 
South as Augusta. 

Still another coaxial cable is 
under construction” between St. 
Louis and Jackson and will be 
extended on to New Orleans. 
This cable will tie in with the 
Midwestern network that reaches 
from St. Louis to Buffalo. Work 
is also under way on the Augus- 
ta-Jacksonville section, and in a 
future project, Tampa will be 
linked with Orlando. 

“Why is coaxial cable of im- 
portance to the Television indus- 
try?

Because of the restricted con- 
ditions within the tube, the ra- 
dio waves weaken rapidly as

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How & Why Of Television 


Following are some _ typical 
questions and answers that may 
arise as you are introduced to 
television: » 

Question—What is meant by 
the term “video?” 

Answer—Although this term 
is sometimes used in place of 
the word television, technically 
it refers to that portion of the 
television signal that contains 
the television picture. 

Q.—How does television op- 
erate? 

A.—An electronic television 
éamera photographs what it 
“sees” and sends pictures with 
sounds out on the air. A tele- 
vision receiver picks up these 
pictures which are recreated on 
the screen of the television set. 
Q—How much does it cost to 
operate a television set? 

A.—Usually less than one cent 
an hour. 

Q.—Are television pictures 

? 


A.—They’re so bright you can 
see them with room lights on. 
They are as steady as home 
movies. 

Q.—Can a television set be at- 
tached to a radio set already in 
the home? 

A.—No. Radio and television 
are two entirely different things. 
They are broadcast at different 
wave lengths. Separate types of 
equipment are needed for the 
transmission and reception of 
each. 


Q—Will the big-time radio 
stars and programs appear on 
television?

@.—Does one actually see the 
event as it is happening? 


A.—Usually. In addition to 
“live” telecasts, films are used 
to record programs so they can 
be presented at convenient 
hours. 


Q.—What kind of programs 
will be on television? 


A.—There will be something 
for everybody—quiz programs, 
football games—even such spe- 
cial events as the opening of 
Congress or the inauguration of 
a President. 

Q.—How many stations can 
one get on a television set? 

A.—Generally, you can re- 
ceive a station 30 to 40 miles 
from your home, provided you 
have an efficient receiver and 
antenna. You can get all the 
television stations within -receiv- 
ing range of your home. ? 

Q.—Why is the range of a 
television station less than that 
of many standard radio stations? 

A.—Because the electromag- 
netic waves used in television 
broadcasting travel in a straight 
line. When they reach the hori- 
zon they continue out into space. 
They are not “bounced back” 
by the upper layers of the at- 
mosphere as in the ease of stand- 
ard radio waves: 

Q.—Is a special antenna nec- 
essary for a television set? 

A.—This is most important. 
Attention to the antenna and ex-
